Rules for Payment of Stipend to Handicapped Persons 

Undergoing Vocational Studies 
These Rules shall be in Supersession of the Rules issued by Govern 
ment in G. O. (MS) 331 /72 /LA & SWD. dated 21-11-1972 . 

2. Purpose 

The purpose of these Rules is to expand facilities in Vocational 
studies for the physically handicapped persons in the State. 

3. Scope 

Stipends will be available to the physically handicapped persons 
undergoing vocational studies in institutions, located within the State , 
either run directly or recognised by Central and State Governments only if 
they are not in receipt of financial assistance from any other source . 
4. Definition 

For the purpose of these Rules the term " physically , handicapped 
persons” shall include the following three categories falling within the 
range of definitions in respect of each category given as under : 

(a ) Theblind. — Those who suffer from (1) total absence of sight or 
(2 ) visual acuity not exceeding 6/60 or 20/2000 (snellen ) is the better-eye 
with correcting lenses . 

(b) The Deaf.- Those in whom the sense of hearing is non 
functional for the ordinary purpose of life, generally a loss of 70 decibles or 
above at 500 , 1000 , 2000 frequencies will make residual hearing non 
functionai. 

ic) Orthopaedically handicapped... Those who have a physical defect 
or deformity which causes substantial interference with the normal function 
ing of the bones, muscles , and joints. 

5. (a ) A sum of Rs. 60 p.m. shall be available for a duration of 
any ſull-time course. 
Note .-- The enhanced rate of stipends to trainees will be available from 

the date of commencement of the course this year. 

(b ) Similarly a sum of Rs. 30 p . m . shall be available for the 
duration of any part-time course . 

(c ) Under Cany part-time course a trainee shall have to study at 
least two subjects. 
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(d ) This stipend shall be available only to those handicapped 
persons, whose parents annual income from all sources does not exceed 
Rs 8000 . 

6 . No trainees over the age of 30 will be eligible for stipend. 

7. The curriculam of the course shall be got approved by 
Government. 

8. There should be a minimum of 80 % attendance in order to be 
eligible for stipend during a month . 

9. A trainee absenting himself for a period of more than 15 days, 
shall not be eligible for the stipend during a month , except in cases when 
the absence is on medical grounds. 

10. The recipients of this stipendshall not be eligible for monetary 
assistance from any other Government Departments, Local bodies or volun 
tary organisations for the same course of study except to the extent of fee 
concession . 

11. They shall be exempted from the payment of examination fees. 
12. This stipend shall not be available for second chance. 

13. The application for the stipend in the prescribed form 
( Appendix 1) shall be forwarded to the Director of Social Welfare, 
Trivandrum duly recommended by the head of the institution . 

14. The application shall be accompanied by the following 
documents . 
( a ) Medical 

Certificate in the prescribed form from registered 
specialist in the respective field not below the rank of an Assistant Surgeon 
(Appendix II). 

(b ) Incomecertificate from the Village Officer in the form generally 
used for educational concession , 

(c ) True copies of the certificate in support of date of birth , 
general, technical qualification duly attested by a Gazetted Officer, 

15. The Director of Social Welfare shall be the sanctioning authority . 

16. The Head of the Institution shall prepare the contingent bill in 
triplicate for stipends due to the trainces of the institution concerned and 
forward the same to the District authority under the Director of Social 
Welfare. 

17. The District authority authorised by the Director of Social 
-Welfare shall pass and countersign the contingent bill and return to the 
head of the Institution for presenting the same to the sub treasury . 
18. The head of the institution shall be obliged to maintain 

proper 
acquittance register, attendance 

register and Admission register of the 
stipends and present them to the District authority or any officer under Social 
Welfare Department authorised by the Director of Social Welfare, once in 
three months for verification .

THE ESSENTIAL SERVICES MAINTENANCE (ASSAM ) 

ORDINANCES , 1980 

(No. 2 OF 1980) 
Promulgated by the Presidentin the Thirty -first year of tho Republic of 
India . 

An Ordinance to provide for the maintena ce of certain essential services and the 
normal life of the Community in Assam . 

WHEREAs by a Proclamation issued on the 12th day of December , 1979 
by the President under article 356 of the Constitution , the powers of the 
Legislature of the State of Assam have been declared to be exercisable by or 
under the authority of Parliament; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 

Now , THEREFORE in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution and of all other powers enabling him in that 
behalf, the President is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance: 

1. Short title , extent and commencement. (i) This Ordinance may be called 
the Essential Services Maintenance (Assam ) Ordinance, 1980 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Assam . 

(3 ) It shall come in to force at once . 
G. 652 
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2. Definitions.- (1 ) In this Ordinance , unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) " appropriate Government” means 
(i) in relation to any service connected with matters relatable 

to any of the entries enumerated in List I in the Seventh 

Schedule to the Constitution , the Central Government; 
(ü ) in relation to any service connected with matters relatable to 

any of the entries enumerated in List II in the Seventh 
Schedule to the Constitution , the State Government of Assam ; 

and 
( iii) in relation to any service connected with matters relatable to 

any of the entries enumerated in List III in Ethe Seventh 
Schedule to the Constitution , the Central Government and the 

State Government of Assam ; 
(b ) " essential service" means, - 

(i) any postal, telegraph or telephone service ; 
(ii) any railway service or any other transport service for the 

Carriage of passengers or goods by land , water or air; 
( iii ) any service connected with the floading and [unloading of 

goods; 
(iv) any service connected with the operation or maintenance of 

aerodromes or with the operation , repair or maintenance of 

aircraft; 
(v ) any service connected with the clearance of goods or 

passengers through the customs or with the prevention of 

smuggling ; 
(vi) any service in any establishment of, or connected with the 

armed forces of the Union or in any other establishments 

or installations connected with defence; 
(vii) any service in any section of any industrial establishment or 

undertaking on the working of which the safety of such 
establishment or undertaking or the employees employed there 

in depends; 
(viii) any service in , or in connection with , the working of any 

undertaking owned or controlled by the Government being an 
undertaking engaged in the purchase, procurement, storage, 

supply or distribution of foodgrains; 
ix ) any service in any system of public conservancy or sanitation ; 
(x ) any service in conneccion with or in relation to banking; 
(xi) any service in any establishment or undertaking dealing with 

the produ tion , supply and distribution of coal; 

(xii ) any service in any oilfie d or refinery or in any 
establishment or undertaking dealing with the production , 
supply or distribution of petroleum and petroleum products; 
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(xiii ) any service in connection with the affairs of the 
Union or the State of Assam not being a service specified in any 
of the foregoing sub-clauses; 

(xiv ) any other service connected with matters with res 
pect to which Parliament or the Legislative Aisembly of the 
State of Assam has power to make laws and which the Central 
Government or the Government of Assam , as the case may be, 
teing of opinion that strikes therein would prejudicially affect 
the maintenance of any public utility service, the public safety 
or the maintenance of supplics and services necessary for the 
life of the community or would result in the infliction of grave 
hardship on the community, may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette , declare to be an essential service for the purposes of 
this Ordinance ; 

(c ) " strike" means the cessation of work by a body of persons 
employed in any essential service acting in combination or à con 
certed refusal or a refusal under a common understanding of any 
number of persons who are or who have been so employed to conti 
nue to work or to accept employment, and includes 

(i) refusal to work overtine where such work is necessary 
for themaintenance of any essential service ; 

(ii) any other conduct which is likely to result in , or results 
in , cessation or substantial retardation of work in any essential 
service . 

(2 ) Every notification issued under sub -clause (xiv ) of clause ( b ) 
of subsection (1 ) shall be laid before each House of Parliament imme 
diately after it is made if it is in session and on the first day of the 
commencement of the next session of the House if it is not in session , and 
shall cease to operate at the expiration of forty days from the date of 
its being so laid or from the re-assembly of Parliament, as the case 
may be, unless before the expiration of that period a resolution approving 
the issue of the notification is passed by both Houses of Parliament. 

Explanation. - Where the Houses of Parliament are summoned to re 
assemble on different dates, the period of forty days shall be reckoned 
from the later of those dates. 

(3) Any reference in this Ordinance to any law which is not in 
force in any area of the State of Assam and to any authority under 
such law shall, in relation to that area , be construed as a reference to 
the corresponding law in force in that area and to the corresponding 
authority under such corresponding law . 

3. Powe, to prohibit strikes in certain employments.- (1) If the appro 
priate Government is satis ae that in the public interest it is necessary or 
expedient so to do, it may, by general or special Order, prohibit strikes 
in the State of Assam in any essential service specified in the Order. 


(2) An Order made under subsection (1) shall be published in 
such manner as the appropriate Government considers best calculated 
to bring it to the notice of the persons affected by the Order. 

(3) An Order made under subsection (1) shall be in force for 
six months only, but the appropriate Government may , by a like Order, 
extend it for any period not exceeding six months if it is satisfied that 
in the public interest it is necessary or expedient so to do . 

(4 ) Upon the issue of an Order under subsection (1) , 

( a ) no person employed in any essential service to which 
the Order relates shall go or remain on strike; 

(b ) any strike declared or commenced , whether before or 
after the issue of the Order , by persons employed in any such 

service shall be illegal. 
4 . Dismissal of employees participating in illegal strikes. - Any person 
who commences a strike which is illegal under this Ordinance, or goes 
or remains on , or otherwise takes part in , any such strike , shall be 
liable to disciplinary action (including dismissal) in accordance with 
the same provisions as are applicable for the purpose of taking such 
disciplinary action (including dismissal) on any other ground under the 
terms and conditions of service applicable to him in relation to his 
employment. 

5 . Penalty for illegal strikes. - Any person who commences a strike 
which is illegal under this Ordinance, or goes or remains on , or other 
wise takes part in , any such strike shall be punishable with imprison 
ment for a term which may extend to six months, or with fine which 
may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both . 

6. Penalty for instigation ,etc. - Any person who instigates or incites 
other persons to take part in ,or otherwise acts in furtherance of a strike which 
is illegal under this Ordinance shall be punishable with imprisonment for 
a term which may extend to one year, or with fine which may extend 
to two thousand rupees, or with both . 

7. Penalty for giving financial aid to illegal strikes. - Any person who 
knowingly expends or supplies any money in furtherance or support of 
a strike which is illegal under this Ordinance shall be punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which 

may extend 

one year, 
with fine which may extend to two thousand rupees, or with both . 

Pow to arrest withoutwarrant. - Notwithstanding anything contained 
in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974) , any police officer 
may arrest without warrant any person who is reasonably suspected of 
having committed any offence under this Ordinance. 

9. Offences to be tried summaril y. — Notwithstanding anything contained 
in the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 ( 2 of 1974 ), all offences under 
this Ordinance shall be tried in a summary way by a Judicial Magistrate

or 
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of the first class specially empowered in this bchalf by the appropriate 
Government and ihe provisions of sections 262 to 265 (both inclusive ) 
of the said Code shall, as far as may be, apply to such trial: 

Provided that in a case of conviction for any offence in a summary 
trial under this section , it shall be lawful for the Magistrate to pass a 
sentence of imprisonment for any term for which such offence is punish 
able under this Ordinance . 
10. Ordinance to override other laws. — The provisions of this Ordinance and 
of any Order issued thereunder shall have effect notwithstanding any . 
thing inconsistent therewith contained in the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, (14 of 1947) or in any other law for the time being in force .

THE SPECIAL COURTS ACT , 1979 
(Act No. 22 OF 1979) 

AN 

ACT 
to provide for the speedy trial of a certain class of offences, 
WHEREAS Commissions of Inquiry appointed under the Commissions of 
Inquiry Act, 1952 have rendered reports disclosing the existence of prima 
facie evidence of offences committed by persons who held high public or 
political offices in the country and others connected with the commission 
of such offences during the operation of the Proclamation of Emergency, 
dated the 25th June , 1975 , issued under clause * (1) of Article 352 of the 
Constitution ; 

AND WHEREAS investigations conducted by the Government through its 
agencies have also disclosed similar offences committed during the period 
aforesaid ; 

AND WHEREAS the offences referred to in the recitals aforesaid were 
committed duriog the operation of the said Proclamation of Emergency , 
during which a grave emergency was clamped on the whole country, civil 
liberties were curtailed to a great extent, important fundamental rights 
of the people were suspended , strict censorship was imposed on the press, 
judicial powers were severely crippled and the parliamentary democratic 
system was emasculated ;

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AND WHEREAS all powers being a trust, and holders of high public or 
political offices are accountable for the exercise of their powers in all 
cases where Commissions of Inquiry appointed under the Commissions 
of Inquiry Act, 1952 or investigations conducted by Government through 
ts agencies disclose offences committed by such holders ; 

AND WHEREAS it is the constitutional, legal and moral obligation of the 
State to prosecute persons involved in the said offences ; 

AND WHEREAS the ordinary criminal courts due to congestion of work 
and other reasons cannot reasonably be expected to bring those prosecu 
tions to a speedy termination ; 

AND WHEREAS it is imperative for the efficient functioning of parliamen 
tary democracy and the institutions created by or under the Constitution 
of India that the commission of offences referred to in the recitals aforesaid 
should be judicially determined with the utmost dispatch ; 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary for the said purpose to establish additional 
courts presided over by sitting Judges of High Courts ; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to make some procedural changes whereby 
avoidable delay in the final determination of the innocence or guilt of the 
persons to be tried is eliminated without interfering with the right to a 
fair trial ; 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirtieth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows. 

1 . Short title and extent.— (1) This Act may be called the Special Courts 
Act, 1979 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir . 
2. Definitions. - In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires. 

(a ) “ Code” means the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 
1974 ) ; 

(6 ) " declaration " , in relation to an offence , means a declaration 
made under section 5 in respect of such offence ; 

(c) " Special Court" means a Special Court established under 
section 3 ; 

(d ) words and expressions used but not defined in this Act but 
defined in the Code shallhave the same meanings as in the Code . 

3. Establishment of Special Courts.- (1) The Central Government shall 
by notification in the Official Gazette, establish an adequate number of 
courts to be called Special Courts. 

(2) A Special Court Shall consist of a sitting Judge of a High 
Court nominated by the Chief Justice of the High Court within the local 
limits of whose jurisdiction the Special Court is situated , with the 
concurrence of the Chief Justice of India . 


3 


Explanation . Any reference to a High Court or to the Chief Justice 
or Judge of a High Court shall , in relation to a Union territory having 
a Court of the Judicial Commissioner, be construed as a reference to the said 
Court of the Judicial Commissioner or to the Judicial Commisioner or any 
Additional Judicial Commissioner , as the case may be . 

4. Cognizance of cases by Special Courts . -A Special Court shall take 
cognizance of or try such cases as are instiçuted before it or transferred to it 
as hereinafter provided . 

5. Declaration by CentralGovernmentof cases to be dealt with under this Act. 
( 1 ) If the CentralGovernment is of opinion that there is prima facie cvidence 
of the commission of an offence alleged to have been committed by a person 
who held high public or political ottice in India and that in accordance 
with the guidelines contained in the preamble hereto the said offence ought 
to be dealt with under this Act, the Central Government shall make a decla 
ration to that effect in every case in which it is of the aforesaid opinion . 

(2 ) Such declaration shall not be called in question in any court. 
6 

Effect of declaration --- On such declaration being made in respect of 
any offence, notwithstanding anything in the Code, an prosecution in respect 
of such offence shall be instituted only in a Special Court designated by the 
Central Government and any prosecution in respect of such offence pending 
in any court shall stand transferred to a Special Court designated by the 
Central Government, 

7. Pending appeal or revision to be transferred to Supreme Court. - If at the 
date of the declaration in respect of any offence an appeal or revision against 
any judgment or order in a prosecution in respect of such offence, whether 
pending or disposed of, is itself pending in any court of appeal or revision , 
the same shall stand transferred for disposal to the Supreme Court. 

8. Jurisdiction of Special Courts as to joint trials. — A Special Court shall 
have jurisdiction to try any person concerned in the offence in respect of 
which a declaration has been made, either as principal, conspirator or abettor 
and all other offences and accused persons as can be jointly tried therewith 
at one trial in accordance with the Code. 

9. Procedure and powers of Special Courts.- ( 1) . A Special Court shall in 
the trial of such cases follow the procedure prescribed by the Code , for the 
trial of warrant cases before a magistrate . 

(2 ) A Special Court may, with a view to obtaining evidence of any 
person suspected to bave been directly or indirectly concerned in or privy to 
an offence, tender a pardon to such person on condition of his making full 
and true disclosure of the whole circumstances within his knowledge relating 
to the offence and to every other person concerned whether as principal, 
conspirator or abettor in the commission thereofand any pardon so tendered 
shall for the purposes of section 308 of the Code be deemed to have been 
tendered under section 307 thereof.

( 3) Save as expressly provided in this Act, the provisions of the Code 
shall , in so far as they are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, 
apply to the proceedings before a Special Court and for the purposes of the 
said provisions of the Code a Special Court shall be deemed to be a Court of 
Session and shall have all the powers of a Court of Session and the person 
conducting a prosecution before a Special Court shall be deemed to be a 
Public Prosecutor . 

(4 ) A Special Court may pass upon any person convicted by it any 
sentence authorised by law for the punishment of the offence of which such 
person is convicted . 

10. Power of Supreme Court to transfer cases.- (1) Whenever it is made 
to appear to the Supreme Court that an order under this section is expedient 
for the ends of justice, it may direct that any particular case be transferred 
from one Special Court to another Special Court. 

( 2) The Supreme Court may act under this section only on the appli 
cation of the Attorney -General of India or of a party interested , and every 
such application shall be made by motion , which shall, except when the 
applicant is the Attorney-General of India or the Advocate -Generalof a State , 
be supported by affidavit or affirmation . 

(3 ) Where any application for the exercise of the powers conferred 
by this section is dismissed , the Supreme Court may , if it is of opinion that 
the application was frivolous or vexatious, order the applicant to pay by way 
of compensation to any person who has opposed the application such suci 
not exceeding one thousand rupees as it may consider appropriate in the 
circumstances of the case. 

11. Appeal .- (1) Notwithstanding anything in the Code, an appeal 
shall lic as of right from any judgment, sentence or order , not being inter 
locutory order, of a Special Court to the Supreme Court both on facts and 
on law . 

(2) Except as aforesaid , no appeal or revision shall lie to any court 
from any judgment, sentence or order of a Special Court. 

(3) Every appeal under this section shall be preferred within a period 
of thirty days from the date of any judgment, sentence or order of a Special 
Court : 

Provided that the Supreme Court may extertain an appeal after the 
expiry of the said period of thirty days if it is satisfied that the appellant 
had sufficient cause for not preferring the appeal within the period of thirty 
days. 

12. Power to make rules . - The Supreme Court may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette , make such rules, if any, as it may deem necessary for 
carrying out the purposes of this Act. 
• 13. Notifications under section 3 and declarations under sections 5 to be laid 
before Parliament.-- Every notification made under subsection (1) of section 
3 and every declaration made under subsection (1) of section 5 shall be 
laid, as soon as may be after it is made , before each House of Parliament.

By virtue of the Kottayam Electric Supply Agency (undertaking) Acquisi 
tion Ordinance 1980 promulgated as Ordinance No. 2 of 1980 by Her Excell 
ancy the Governor of Kerala and published in Kerala Gazette Extraordinary 
Vol. XXV No. 80 dated 13-2-1980 under No. 2259 - Leg B2 /80 / Law dated 
13-2-1980 ; the Kottayam Electric Supply Agency (undertaking ) has been 
transferred to and vested in the Government of Kerala from the time of issue 
of the said Ordinance . 


Government of Kerala have in order G.O.(Ms) No. 21/80 /PW & E dated 
15-2-1980 transferred the said undertaking to the Kerala State Electricity 
Board and the undertaking thus stands vested in the Kerala State Electricity 
Board. It has become necessary to introduce the tariff rates in force in the 
Board to the supplies given to consumers in the area supplied by the erst 
while Kottayam Electric Supply Agency as well . 

Tis Kerala State Electricity Board now therefore in exercise of the 
powers conferred by Sections 49, 59 and 79 (i) of the Electricity (Supply ). 


Act, 1948 ( Act 54 of 1948 ) and also by the provisions of the Kerala State 
Eiectricity Board General Tariffs regulations as amended and other enabling 
provisions in statutes hereby make the following revision in tariff amending 
the Regulations and conditions of supply to the extent necessary. 

ORDER 


1. This order will apply to all consumers of electricity in the area of 
supply of the erstwhile Licensee viz . Kottayam Electric Supply Agency , not 
withstanding anything contained in any agreement etc., executed by the con 
sumer or any conditions of supply that existed in the said area of supply . 

2. The Tariff Structures, and conditions of supply as are applicable to 
consumers of electricity of Kerala State Electricity Board are as in force from 
time to time shall be applicable to these consumers from 15-2-1980 , the con 
sumers in the area having become consumers of the Board from that date . 

3. The tariff rates applicable at present to consumers (Low Tension 
and High tension ) of the Board as per the notification . 
(a) B. O. No. D II- 13122 /69 (1) dated 28-11-1969 as amended by later 

notifications. 
(b ) B. O.No. TR II-3193 /76 - II dated 28-4-1976 . 
( c). No. Plg . Com . 3193/76 dated 9-12-1977 

and 
( d ) B. O. No. Plg . Com . 3193/76 dated 19-2-1979 as amended by notifi 

cations of even no. dated 31-3-1979 and 10-5-1979 shall be appli 
cable to consumers in the said area of the ex -licensee for consump 
tion from 1st September 1980 in respect of High Tension Consumers 
and Public Lighting Consumers and 15th September 1980 in respect 
of other Low Tension consumers . 


4. The tariff rates and mode of billing shall be as are in force in the Board 
from time to time from the above said dates.

further to amend the Kerala Agricultural University Act , 1971. 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala 
Agricultural University Act, 1971, for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirty - first Year of the Republic of India as follows : 
1 . Short tille and commencement.-- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Agricultural University (Amendment) Act, 1980 . 

( 2 ). It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 7th day of June , 
1980. 


2. Substitution of new section for section 15 .-- For section 15 of the Kerala 
Agricultural University Act, 1971 (33 of 1971) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), the following section shall be substituted , namely : 

" 15. Term of Office of members of Executive Committee.- (1) An elected 
member of the Executive Committee shall cease to hold office on the day 
immediately preceding the date of reconstitution of the General Council 
which elected him . 

( 2 ) The members of the Executive Committee other than the elected 
members who have ceased to hold office by virtue of the provisions of sub 
section (1) shall be competent to exercise the powers and perform the func 
tions of the Executive Committee under this Act and the Statutes, Ordinances 
and Regulations. 

(3) The quorum for anymeeting of the members of the Executive Com 
mittee, other than the elected members who havé ceased to hold office by 
virtue of the provisions of sub- section (1) , shall be three. 

(4 ) No person other than an er-officio member or the member repre 
senting the Indian Council of Agricultural Research shall be eligible to hold 
office for more than two terms in succession ." .

3. Amendment of section 29. - In section 29 of the principal Act, 

(a ) for sub -section (1), the following sub-section shall be substituted 
namely : 

" (1) The Chancellor may, if he considers it necessary, appoint a 
Pro - Vice-Chancellor in consultation with the Vice -Chancellor and the 
Executive Committee ." ; 

(b ) in sub -section (3), for the words " shall be such as may be prescribed ” , 
the words " shall be determined by the Chancellor ” shall be substituted ; 

(c) for sub-section (4 ), the following sub -section shall be substituted , 
namely : 

“ (4) Subject to the provisions of this Act and the Statutes , Ordinances 
and Regulations, the powers and functions of the Pro - Vice -Chancellor shall 
be determined by the Chancellor in consultation with the Vice- Chancellor." . 

4. Repeal and saving.- (1) The Kerala Agricultural University (Amend 
ment) Ordinance, 1980 (3 of 1980 ), is hereby repealed . 

( 2). Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act.

(Asreported by the Subject Committee) 


BILL 


to provide for the modification of rights under grants and leases of lands made or 

granted by or on behalf of the former States of Travancore and Cochin for 
cultivation . 


I reamble. - WHEREAS the former States of Travancore and Cochin 
had made grants and granted leases of lands to certain persons on nominal 
assessment or rent ; 

AND WHEREAS under such grants and Icases the grantees and 
losseco had been given right to appropriate trees standing on the lands 
granted or leased with obligation to pay nominal value or without any 
obligation for payment of any value ; 

AND WHEREAS the assessments and rents charged on the grantees 
and lessecs are only nominal ; 

AND WHEREAS such grants and leases, if allowed to operate without 
modifications, will result in heavy loss to the Government and huge un - earned 
profits to the grantees and lessces ; 

AND WHEREAS the effect of such grants and leases is that the 
ownership and control of large extents of lands and many valuable trees 
belonging to the Government are vested in a few persons without any 
liability to pay reasonable assessment or rent or value of trees ; 

AND WHEREAS for the purpose of securing the principles laid down in 
clauses (b ) and (c ) of article 39 of the Constitution of India , it is necessary 
in the public interest that such undue profits to a few persons are utilised 
for the common benefit of the general public; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty-first year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (1) This Act may be 
called the Kerala Grants and Ecases (Modification of Rights) Act, 1980 

(2 ) It extends to the whole ofthe State ofKerala . 

( 3) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 25th day of 
June, 1990 . 
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2. Definitions.- In this Act, unless the contextotherwise requires, 

(a ) " Collector" means the Collector of the district; 
(b ) " grant” means any grant to which this Act applies; 

(c) " grantee" means the person in whose favour a grant has becn made 
and includes his heirs, successors and assigns; 

(d ) " case" means any lease to which this Act applies ; 

( c) " lessee " means the person in whose favour a leasc dccd has been 
executed and includes his heirs, successors and assigns ; 

(f) " lcase deed ” means the document evidencing a lease; 

(g ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this 
Act . 


3. Grants and leases to which Act applies. — This Act 

shall apply 
to all grants and leases of lands made or granted by or on behalf of the 
former State of Travancore or Cochin for cultivation , which contain all 
or any of the following terms and conditions, namely : 

(a ) the grantees or lessees may appropriate for their own use all trees 
standing on the land except teak, blackwood , ebony, karumthali and 
sandalwood or any two or more of those categories, subject to payment of 
seigniorage at the rates specified in the grant or lease deed in respect of the 
timber taken out of the land ; 

(b ) a fine shall be paid when timber is extracted in violation of the 
grant or lease deed ; 

(c) no timber rights are reserved for the Government and the 
grantees or lessees can appropriate the timber standing on the land without 
any restriction or limitation ; 

(d ) certain categories of trees like ebony, teak and blackwood may be 
felled and removed by the Government within a specified period failing 
which they shall become the property of the grantee or lessee on payment of 
royalty, kuzhikanam or fee at a nominal rate specified in the grant or lease 
deed ; 

( e) rights of the Government to the trees standing on the land are 
fully reserved , the lessees are prohibited from cutting those trees without 
prior permission of the Government and they are liable for payment of the 
value of the timber when the trees are cut and removed ; 

(f) tree value at a nominal rate has to be paid when the land is 
cleared ; and 

(g ) the grantee or lessee isnot liable to pay any assessment or rent, 
or he is liable to pay only nominal assessment er rent for thegrant or the lease , 
as the case may be. 
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4. Grarttées and lessees to pay currentseigniörage rates.- (1) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in any law for the time being in force, or in any 
grant, lease deed , contract or agreement, or in any judgment, decree or order 
of any court, with effect on and from the commencement of this Act, 
every, grantee and every lessee shall be bound to pay to the Government the 
scigniorage rates in force for the time being for the timber cut and removed 
from any land held by him under the grant or lease. 

(2 ) If any dispute arises as to the seigniorage rates for the time 
being in force, such dispute shall be decided by the Collector. 


5. Power of Collector to revise assessment or rent.--(1) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in any law for the time being in force, or in any grant, 
lease deed , contract or agreement, or in any judgment, decree or order of any 
court, the Collector may revise, from time to time, the assessment or rent 
stipulated in any grant or lease deed . 

(2 ) Before revising any assessment or rent under sub -section (1 ), the 
Collector shall give the grantee or lessee, as the case may be, an opportunity 
ofbeing heard and shall make such further inquiry as he deems fit. 

(3) Any revision of assessment or rent under sub-section (1) shall 
be in accordance with such principles as may be prescribed . 

6. Appeal.- (1) Any person aggrieved by any decision of the Collector 
under sub-section (2 ) of section 4 or under sub -section (1) of section 5 may , 
within sixty days from the date on which the decision was communicated to 
him , appeal against such decision to the Government: 

Provided that the Government may admit an appeal preferred after the 
said period of sixty days if they are satisfied that the appellanthad sufficient 
cause for not preferring the appeal within that period . 

(2) An appeal under sub -section (1 ) shall be in such form and 
shall contain sucl particulars and shall be accompanied by such ſee, asmay 
be prescribed . 

( 3) On receipt of an appeal under sub - section (1), the Government 
shall, after giving the appellant an opportunity of being heard and after such 
further inquiry as may be prescribed , confirm or modify the decision or set 
aside the decision and direct the Collector to decide thematter afresh . 

(4 ) The Iccision of the Government under sub -section (3 ) shall be 
fu al. 

7. No compensation to be puyable for modification of rights. — Notwithstanding 
anything contained in any law for the time being in force, or in any grant, 
Icase deed , contract or agreement, or in any judgement, decree or order of 
any cort on compensation shall be payable for the modification of the 
rights of any grantee or lessee under this Act. 
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8. Powers of Collector. The Collector shall, for the purpose of exercising 
any power 

conferred . by. or under this Act, have all the powers 
of a civil court while trying a suit under the Code of Civil Procedure, 
1908 (CentralAct 5 of 1908 ),in respect of the followingmatters,namely : 

(a ) summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person and 
examining him on oath ; 

(b ) requiring the discovery, and production of any document; 
(c ) receiving evidence on affidavit; 

(d ) issuing commissions for the examination of witnesses or for local 
investigation ; 

(e) inspecting any property or thing concerning which any decisior. 
has to be taken ; and 

* (f) any other matter which may be prescribed . 

9. Bar of suits.--No civil court shall have jurisdiction to decide or deal 
with any question or to determine any matter which is by or under this 
Act, required to be decided or dealt with or to be determined by the 
Government or the Collector or any other officer . 

10. Indemnity.-- No suit , prosecution or other legal proceedings shall lic 
against the Government or the Collector or any other person for anything 
which in good faith done or intended to be done under this Act or any 
rule made thereunder . 

11. Power to remove difficulties . If any difficulty arises in giving effect to 
the provisions of this Act, the Government may, as occasion may require, 
by order do anything not inconsistent with such provisions, which appears 
to them necessary for the purpose ofremoving the difficulty. 

12. Power to make rules.- ( 1) The Government may , by notification 
in the Gazette , make rules to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such rules may provide for 

(a) the principles to be followed for the revision of assessment or 
rent stipulated in any grant or lease dced ; 

(b) the form of, and the particulars to be contained in , any appeal 
under sub -section (1) of section 6 and the fee for such appeal; 

(c) any other matter which has to be, or may be, prescribed . 

(3) Every rule made under this section shall be laid , as soon as may 
be after it is made, before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session for a 
total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session or in two 
successive sessions and if , before the expiry of the session in which it is so laid 
or the session immediately following, the Legislative Assembly makes any 
modification in the rule or decides that the rule should not be made, the rule 
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shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or bc of no effect, as 
the case may be; so however that any such modification or annulment shall 
be withoutprejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that rule . 

13. Repeal and saving.-- (1) The Kerala Grants and Leases (Modi 
fication of Rights ) Ordinance , 1980 (4 of 1980), is hereby repcaled . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done or 
taken under this Act.

BILL 
further to amend the Agricultural Income Tax Act, 1950 . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
agricultural Income Tax Act, 1950, for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty - first Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Agricultural Income Tax (Amendment) Act, 1980 . 

• ( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day 
of April, 1980. 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Agricultural 
Income Tax Act, 1950 ( XXII cf 1950 ) (hereinafter referred to 
as the principal Act) , in clause (a ), the Explanation shall be 
omitted . 

3. Insertion of new section 171.- After section 17 of the principal 
Act, the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 17A . Self assessment.- ( 1 ) Every person liable to furnish 
a return under section 17 or section 35 , shall pay before furnishing 
the return , the amount of tax on the total agricultural income 
admitted in the return and the return shall be accompanied by 
proof of payment of such tax . 

( 2 ) After regular assessment under section 18 has been made, 
any amount paid under sub - section (1 ), shall be deemed to have 
been paid towards such regular assessment. 

( 3 ) If any person fails to pay the tax or any part thereof 
in accordance with the provisions of sub -section ( 1 ) , the assessing 
authority may direct that a sum equal to two per cent of such tax 
or part thereof , as the case may be , shall be recovered from him 
by way of penalty for every month during which the default con 
tinues : 
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Provided that before levying any such penalty , the person shal 
be given a reasonable cpportunity of being heard 

(4 ) When any tax is due under this section or any penalty 
is due in consequence of any order passed under this section , the 
assessing authority shall serve on the person a notice of demand 
in the prescribed form specifying the sum so payable ." . 

4. Amendment of section 31. - In sub- section ( 1) of section 
31 of the principal Act, after the proviso , the following proviso 
shall be inserted , namely : 

" Provided further that no appeal shall be entertained under 
this section unless it is accompanied by satisfactory proof of the 
payment of the tax admitted by the appellant to be due." . 

5. Amendment of section 34. - In sub - section ( 1 ) of section 34 
of the principal Act, the following proviso shall be ingerted at the 
end, namely : 

" Provided also that no application for revision shall be enter 
tained under this section unless it is accompanied by satisfactory 
proof of the payment of the tax admitted by the petitioner to be 
due." .

Having regard to these provisions and other 
relevant factors revision of tariff has become imperative . 

The Kerala State Electricty Board now , therefore, in exercise of the

4. The Tariff as per this Order shall be effective from the 15th of

and where no meter reading is taken in thatmonth , from the date in that 
month corresponding to the date in which meter reading was last taken in any 
of the priormonths, for consumption from that day . 

5. Unless the context otherwise requires words and expressions used in 
this order and defined in the Indian Electricity Act 1910 (Central Act IX 01 
1910 ) and /or in the Electricity (Supply) Act 19-18 ( Central Act 54 of 1948 ) 
33 /2961/MC. 
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and /or in the conditions of supply of Electrical Energy issued by the Kerala 
State Electricity Board shall have themeanings respectively assigned to them 
in the Acts and the Kerala State Electricity Board Regulations mentioned 
above . 


6. This order shall apply to all Low Tension consumers mentioned in

9. For purposes of conversion from KVA to KW or vice versa an average 
power factor of 0.8 will be assumed .
